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The  Stork  System  of 
Saving. 

The  above  entitled  system.is  primat 
ily  devised  and  intended  to  promote  a 
greater  tendency  towards  a  general 
cash  business  between  the  mercantile 
world  and  the  purchasing  public  pro- 
posing to  affiliate  with  retail  houses 
vvholesale  concerns,  professional  peo- 
ple and  the  regular  chartered  financial 
institutions  within  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

On  the  assumption  that  the  unas5-ail- 
-ble  virtues  of  a  cash  business  if  plain- 
y  stated  and  properly  demonstrated 
to  the  general  public  would  inevitably 
result  in  the  aforementioned  tendency 
VVe  propose  by  the  stork  svstem  or 
saving  to  inculcate  into  the  merchants 
and  the  buying  public  a  closer  feeling 
of  co-operation.  ^ 
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The  niclliod  of  operation  proposed 
by  the  stork  system  of  savin.i(  briefly 
outlined  consists  in  establishintj  unitv 
of  trade  in  eaeli  town,  said  unity  em- 
bodyinjr  if  desired  every  separate  com- 
mercial, industrial,  or  professional 
line.  This  method  holds  toj^ether  for 
the  mutual  advancement,  and  profit  of 
all  affiliated  therewith,  in  any  precteter- 
mined  district  or  commvmity. 

It  is  propos(;d  in  the  above-named 
system  to  open  a  trust  account  for 
each  child  duly  registered  with  the 
syndicate*  in  each  district  where  said 
system  is  operat  d.  The  trust  account 
consists  in  the  depositing  of  the  sum 
of  One  Dollar,  by  the  syndicate  to  said 
child's  account  in  any  Canadian  chap- 
tered fmahcial  institution;  said  sum 
with  its  increrrient  advances  and  ac- 
ctimulatcd  interest  to  he  payal)le  to  the 
child  wheii  he  or  she  arrives  at  the 
age  of  fifteen  years.  It  will  of  course 
be  understood  that  the  increment  ad- 
vances arise  from  the  periodic  deposit- 
ing of  the  syndicate-s  script  with  said 
institution,  saixi  script  onfy  beiij^  ob- 
tainable from  ttiose  af^Hated  in  the 
child's  home  district.  '  The  script  will 
be  issued  at  a  predetermined  percciU- 
age  rate  on  all  cash  purchases  for  a 
period  of  five  or  more  years.  '  ;     • 
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The  trust  fund  or  endowment  tints 
|m»\ided  will  draw  compound  interest 
annually  at  a  predetermined  rate  and 
said  trust  fund  sliall  only  be  [)ayal)le 
when  the  child  arrives  at  the  ai^e  ^of 
liftecn  years,  unless  otherwise  provid- 
ed for  as  hereinafter  'Specified:  — 

(1)  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the 
child  the  fund  or  endowment  becomes 
payable  immediately  to  the  child's 
iej^al  rei»resentatives. 

{2)  In  tht;  event  of  persons  remov- 
injj:  from  liie  district  to  a  location  out- 
side the  Uomiuion  of  Can  da  the  trust 
fund  shall  immediately  become  pay- 
able. 

It  is  of  course  to  be  understood  that 
trust  funds  instituted  as  above  out- 
lined shall  be  transferable  within  the 
Dominion  of  Ci^nada,  to  and  from  any 
district  where  the  syndicate  is  operat- 
ing in  oi  the  stork  system  of  saving  is 
in  vogue 

I»v  the  use  of  the  above  tmtlined 
system  it  will  be  possible  to  place  any 
business  upon  a  cash  basis  by  making 
up  for  the  depreciation  of  the  loss  in 
credit  customers  consequent  upon  the 
introduction  to  the  firms  or  individuals 
of  new  cash  customers.  These  ciistom- 
CiS  wc  expect  to  get  in  touch  with 
through  the  medi   m  of  other  firms  in 


the  (li>.irict  \vhf»  will  l»c  affjliatcd  witii 
the  syndicate,  believitij;-  that  cash  pur- 
chasers will  he  trading  at  one  or  other 
of  the  atViiiated  stores  or  the  liUe.  In 
this  way  people  will  hecnmc  acquaitU- 
ed  with  our  system  and  through  our 
system  desire  to  patronize  our  finan- 
cial institutions.  the  stores  or 
the  like  at'tiliatcd  with  this  system. 
In  this  mannir  we  furnish  merchants 
and  otiiers  associated  with  our  system 
with  cash  business  and  thereby  enable 
him  «»r  them  to  buv  for  cash — thus 
cuttini^  (*ut  all  unnecessary  waste  and 
credit  losses — and  therefore  enable  our 
associates  to  place  their  j^oods  or  ser- 
vices before  the  public  at  a  lower  rate 
than  his  or  their  cr-.^dit  )pi)onent  can 
do,  and  at  the  same  time  ensurini;  a 
larj^er  mary^in  of  profit. 

This  system  also  provides  thttse 
aftiliated  therewith  with  the  facility  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  n^  .;t  pro- 
gressive conditions  havirg  a  bearinj:;^ 
on  future  trade  and  expansion. 

l>y  the  above  system  there  will  be 
instituted  or  brought  into  being  thou- 
sands of  accounts  relating  to  the  rising 
generation  and  thereby  give  finan- 
cial institutions  a  great  opportunity  of 
becoming  acquainted  with  their  clients 
ill     their     infancy      and      incidentally 
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opcnitiij^  an  enormous  avenue  of  future 
business  for  sueli  institutions. 

The  system  aN<»  provides  an  ahsn- 
lutely  unassailable  endowment  fund 
f»»r  eliildren  enrolled  tli*.  reunder,  said 
<"hildren's  aecounts  eoniiuj^  to  maturity 
when  the  ehild  i-;  fifteen  years  of  iL;e. 
\/hieh  is  the  eritieal  I'maneial  period  in 
e\ery  ehiUrs  life  .md  ineidenially  all 
this  wilhoul  any  extra  expense  to  their 
parents  or  sponsors,  inasmuch  as  our 
aftilialed  iirms  or  individuals  ca'.i  sell 
their  i^oods  at  a  low*  rate  than  here- 
tofore obtainini^  whdst  plaein;;'  a  ])er- 
eentai^e  thereof  to  the  credit  of  tlie 
child  enrolled  thereunder  arisini;-  from 
the  sale  of  all  ;^i)ods  bouj^dit  muler  our 
systeu). 

The  syndicate  or  company  operatiu)^ 
under  our  system  will  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  the  redvMuption  of  all  script  is- 
sued under  its  authority  by  the  various 
indi\iduals  or  firms  ahiliated  there- 
with, and  it  as^rees  to  provide  all  script 
to  its  aforesaid  atVdiated  parties  and 
throuiih  its  organization  ^)ass  on  said 
script  to  the  credit  of  the  child  enroll- 
ed thereunder,  b'urther  it  will  aj^ree 
to  open  a  trust  account  of  One  Dollar 
through  its  duly  ai>])ointed  receiving 
a.Ljent  in  each  district  which  shall  be  a 
duly  chartered  financial  institution  for 


each  diild  registered  under  the  sys- 
tem. 

Any  financial  institiUiV»n  agreeini"^  to 
act  as  a  trust  rcpositorv  for  accounts 
opened  on  behalf  of  children  hv  tlie 
stork  system  of  savini^  must  a^ree  to 
pay  same  [promptly  at  maturity. 

They  shall  further  ajiree  to  receive 
any  script  presented  by  le<j;ally  enroll- 
ed children  of  the  stork  system  of  sav- 
inij^  durin-r  ret^ular  bankini^  hours,  sucli 
script  to  be  immediately  chari^ed  to 
the  debit  account  of  the  individual  or 
firm  issuin^c^  same  throuf^h  the  medium 
of  the  stork  svstem  of  savinjr. 

^Phey  shall  further  aj^ree  to  clear  all 
script  every  thirty  days  and  promptly 
notify  the  stork  system  syndicate  or 
company  of  any  uncleared  script  or 
unredeemed  script  held  in  its  posses- 
sion. 

Individuals  or  firms  affiliated  with 
the  stork  system  of  saving  shall  agree : 

(1)  To  tender  to  every  cash  pur- 
chaser script  to  the  value  of  a  predeter- 
mined percentage  of  their  purchase,  it 
being  understood  that  said  script  will 
onl}^  be  issued  for  fully  paid  multiples 
of  twenty-jfive  cents,  and  that  no  script 
shall  be  issued  for  portions  of  a  mul- 
tiple at  the  time  of  the  purchase. 
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(•2)  They  shall  ajjree  to  be  held  re- 
sponsible to  the  stork  system  of  savin< 
syndicate  for  such  part'of  the  reiristra 
tion  fee  of  each  and  every  child  en- 
rolled thereunder  in  their  district,  said 
part  to  be  an  equitable  division  of  the 
re.q^istration  fee  amonir  the  several  in- 
dividuals or  firmj^  afifiliritin^  with  the 
system  in  said  district. 

(3)  They  shall  further  a.i^ree  to  clear 
at  rei^ular  stated  intervals  all  script 
issued  which  has  been  presented  at 
the  iinancial  institutions  for  payment. 

The  aforesaid  script  shall  constitute 
the  first  lein  upon  the  assets  of  the 
stork  system  of  saving-  syndicate  or 
company  when  presented  at  the  finan- 
cial institution  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  a  duly  enrolled  and  rej^istered  child. 

The  stork  system  of  savinp^  reserves 
the  rio-ht  to  use  any  color,  size  or  ma- 
terial, deemed  advisai>le  by  them  in  the 
manufacture  and  desii,mation  of  the 
aforesaid  script. 

The  script  shall  be  issued  in  any 
denomination  deemed  ad\  isable,  and 
also  in  full  series  of  a  predetermined 
value. 

Each  and  every  separate  script  shall 
bear  the  authorized  si.L,^nature  of  a 
duly  appointed  oftker  of  the  stork  svs- 
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teni  of  saving  syndicate  or  company 
in  whom  such  power  shall  be  vested 
said  signature  to  be  printed  or  other- 
wise inscribed  upon  each  separate 
script  element.  All  script  issued  to 
the  several  individuals  or  firms  affil- 
iated with  the  systems  shall  be  con- 
secutively numbered. 
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
